Growing Population 

Again, the need to increase 
world food supplies to keep 
pace with growing world po- 
pulation has been stated, and 
agreed, times without number 
since the end of the war. Yet, 
today, the “World Economic 
Survey” estimates that, for the 
world as a whole, the con- 
sumption of food per head is 
less than it was 15 years ago 
More than that, while some 
countries — usually the bet- 
ter~of& — are eating more, 
others are eating less, The gap 
again is widening. The world, 
it seems, is producing more 
industrial goods, more manu- 
fartures than it used to do. 
Bu’ the production neither of 
raw materials to feed the 
factories nor of food to feed 
the workers is keeping pace. 
One recent estimate, based on 
United Nations statistics, was 
that world manufacturing ca- 
pacity since pre-war times had 
expanded 13% per cent more 
than world production of raw 
materials had expanded. And 
in food, where the gap is lar- 
ger, the “World Economic 
Survey” adds that “in general, 
there do not appear to exist 
sufficiently sustained econo- 
mic incentives for a rapid in- 
crease of food production in 
the world”. 


The most striking part of 
the report is that which ex- 
amines recent changes in the 
terms of trade for different 
countries. In 1950 and 1951, 
mainly as a result of the Ko- 
rean war and the rearmament 
which followed it, raw mate- 
riai prices rose much faster 


vast amounts from exporting 
these high-priced raw mate- 
rials.

though ft is 


fiatly, that rearmament has 
not on the whole actually in- 
jured the consumer It has 
acted, everywhere, as such 2 
sharp and efficient spur to 
production that, in most cases. 
the overall rise—in industrial 
production has been greater 
than that for armaments alone, 
thus leaving something over 
for civilian consumption or in- 
vestment. 


Prices Drop 


Another important and 
widely-heid misapprehension 
is that lack of capital has all 
along been holding back econ- 
omic development in. under- 
developed countries. The facts 
are, according to the Report, 
that “many underdeveloped 
countries were not able, dur- 
ing 1950 and 1951 to absorb 
all the capital goods they 
could have imported and paid 
for becatise their economic 
development plans had not 
advanced to the point _§ at 
which they could determine 
exactly what equipment they 
wanted and when”. 


However, because falling 
raw material prices are now. 
once more, causing several 
underdeveloped countries to 
feel the lack of capital for 
development, the Report ends 
its general survey with a

JRKEY and Greece are 

now fellow members of 
the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. These two states 
— mever in the same camp 
before—possess between them 
30 divisions, the larcest Eu- 
ropean ground force west of 
the Iron Curtain. The British- 
American decision to admit 
these countries to NATO, tras 
the result of an ufeasy and 
ubiquitous compromise, cover- 
ing @ maze of coniredictary 
policies and doctrines. 

When, early in i951, the 
United States became impress- 
ed by the need to protect the 
southern flank of General 
Eisenhower's command, Britain 
nad misgivings ds NATO was 
already falling short of fs 
commitments. Why, said the 
British, destroy the sprouts of 
an “Atlantic” community by 
the iniclusion of Turkey whose 
social standards are lower by 
three times than those of her 
European partners’ Brittain 
was also concerned, lest the 
aédition of two new countries 
reduce the supply cf arms 
to her Isles and there was a 
genuine anxiety that pushing 
US air-bases up to the Canu- 
casian border might deprive 
the alliance of its genuine 
defensive character. 

Monty's Pian 

However, these arguments 
could hardly have weighed 
against the obvious military 
advantages of se. gratuitous 
an addition to the cdéntinental 
reservcir of manpower. The 
real reasons for the British 
objections lay elsewhere. 

A recent Chatham House pub- 
lication (“World Today” of Aprii 
i952) throws light on the 
matter and helps to confirm 
what was already  believ- 
ed. It was Field Marshal 
Montgomery who favoured the 
establishment of two new 
commands, separate from 
F'senhower’s, to be Hinked to 
NATO only by Tis Standing 
Group in Washington. One 
was a Middle’ East Treaty 
Organization stretching from 
Greece Ww Pakistan. The other 
was an independent command 
for the Mediterranean to in- 


clude air and navai forces 
but no ground troops. The 
British thought that the Me- 
diterranean in general and 
the countries east of the 
Adriatic in particular were 
“no business of SHAPE.” 

The first blow to these aspi- 
rations fell when an American, 
Admiral Carney, was appoint- 
ed Commander of Europes 
Southern Front and. the We- 
stern Mediterranean, up <o, 
but excluding, Malta. The 
British sullenly agreed to the 
appointment and barely ma- 
naged ‘to extricate from 
Carney’s jurisdiction the Brit- 
ish bases and fleet in the 
Mediterranean, which in theo- 
ry remained independen*. 

Montgomery's other plan, 
the Middle East Treaty Orga- 
nization, was sériously pre- 
judiced by Britain's agree-

ment, however reluctam, to 
Greece and Turkey's inclusion 
in NATO in face of American 
and Turkish insistence. (As 
far as the Americans were 
concerned this was the ortijy 
way of satisfying Turkey's 
demand for a Western gua- 
rantee ‘with teeth in ft.’) 

Britain continued trying to 
persuaie Turkey that her 
real military responsibilities 
lay in the Middle East, 
soon becamé apparent tha 
Turkey was only a nominal 
sponsor of the prorosed Middle 
East Command. 

Irritated by Reuter mes- 
sages that Britain opposed the 
integration of Turkey info 
SHAPE. the Turkish Foreign 
Ministry angrily reported that 
Turkey had never agreed that 
her inclusion in NATO was 
in any way connected with 
an obligation to participate in 
the Middle East Command.
